ABOUT SYMPHONIC STEEL: 

REFLECTIONS" is the fourth album for Symphonic Steel and contains songs 
that have proven their popularity over the years with a wide variety of 
audiences. "REFLECTIONS" is also a tribute to the many students that have 
participated in Symphonic Steel over the years. It is to these young people, 
through their many hours of commitment, that I dedicate this album. 

Symphonic Steel has been active since 1975 when Ellie Mannette, the 
originator of steel drums in Trinidad in the mid-forties, made our first 15 
drums. Ellie has since made 1 5 more drums for the group. 

It all began in the spring of 1974 when I had the privilege of attending a 
Humanities Conference in the Catskills. My first exposure to the steel drums 
occurred during an evening performance by Calliope's Children under the 
direction of Jim Leyden from Chappaqua's Horace Greeley High School near 
New York City. The response from the audience was overwhelming and I 
immediately felt a need to develop a steel band in Dundee Central School. 

The next day I attended a workshop by Jim's group. Also present was Ellie 
Mannette. Jim and Ellie were very enthusiastic about my desire to begin a steel 
band and persuaded me to go ahead. Ellie's craftmanship is unsurpassed. To 
take a 55 gallon barrel, shape it into a precision instrument with from 5 to 31 
individual notes tuned to A440 is an amazing creation in itself. It is with great 


pride that we have come to know Ellie Mannette and introduce many people 
throughout the country to his contribution to the field of music. 

Dundee Central School in Dundee, New York, is located in the heart of the 
beautiful Finger Lakes Region of New York State. The community support 
that has developed has been overwhelming. Symphonic Steel owes so much to 
the people in the area around Dundee. So many times when problems arose 
that the group couldn't solve by itself, community people came to the rescue. 
These experiences will be long remembered by the group. 

The future of Symphonic Steel looks very bright. The records have provided a 
source of income that allows the group to travel, which is very important. 
Travel has always been a priority as we promote an awareness of steel drum 
music in other areas. Travel also provides the student with the greatest reward 
of their many hours of hard work. 

The many faces that make up Symphonic Steel are forever changing. Hopefully 
the new students will have the same rewarding experiences as past members. We 
are therefore starting on the threshold to our future while being reminded of our 
past by "Reflections".

This Johnny Smith plays Hammond ... and man, he cooks. 

From BESSIE to STUFF to JIMMY to JOHNNY (guitar) to this JOHNNY, 
the ordinarily ordinary name of SMITH crops up in jazzdom's roster with almost 
incredible frequency. To the best of our knowledge none is related except by the broad 
but very definite ties of art. 

This JOHNNY SMITH plays organ — the Hammond usually and with remark- 
able taste and finesse. This instrument, never originally intended for the intricate de- 
mands of jazz has. none the less, lent itself beautifully to this idiom. Probably the most 
noteworthy early recorded instance of its use goes back to the FATS WALLER 
"Jitterbug Waltz " that was so very very popular in its day. In more recent years, 
under the artistic fingerings and footings of the Doggets, Davises, Buckners et al . . . 
and forced by the circumstance of rising costs and the club owners insistence on 
lowered entertainment budgets . . . the Hammond has become an integral and interest- 
ing and indeed exciting part of jazz. It is a difficult instrument to play ... a fright- 
ening instrument to master. Small wonder then that there are so many alleged jazz 
organists whose music is merely muddfings. But there is. thank the Muse, a highly 
skilled and richly imaginative coterie of jazzmen who create pure, cookin jazz with the 
instrument. 

Our JOHNNY SMITH is one of these men. 

He hails from the mid-west where in the small club and cocktail lounge circuit of 
Ohio and Michigan he has been able to both please the listeners and develop a highly dis- 
tinctive style that continues to win followers tor him. CHRIS COLUMBO who 
drummed with BILL DAVIS' organ-led trio immediately sought nut JOHNNY SMITH 
when he cut away from Davis to form his own group. Johnny was a perfect fit for the 
new-formed group and soon was being rated as an important find for jazzdom's organ 
ranks. 

•JOHNNY'S first recording effort with ARROW was a single with two-sides of 
"IMAGINATION". When the disc jockeys and critics sampled this one, they imme- 
diately demanded the recall of the single and the issuance of a long playing work. This 
is it and it includes the delightfully sensitive and sensuous interpretation of the above 
mentioned “IMAGINATION". Three other standard works are beautifully inter- 
preted here: "THE STREET WHERE YOU LIVE"; “DEEP PURPLE"; and 
"OVER THE RAINBOW". Remaining are the originals. "SHALIMAR". "FLIP 
TOP" "LAMBERTS LODGE", and “ECSTASY". 

JOHNNY'S inventive ad libs, his sense of good taste, his intuitive feel for jazz, 
and his insistance upon mastery of his instrument all combine with his true-artists talent 
of soul-baring to make this pot pourri of standards and originals an extremely desirable 
adjunct to the too-few really good recordings of jazz organ. 

This JOHNNY SMITH will undoubtedly leave a strong impression on your 
senses. In this ever changing panorama of modern music where there is always.room 
and need for the new and the virile, this JOHNNY SMITH is a welcome iyime on the 

roster.

LOUIE WRITES AGAIN 
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Well, what do you know, Louie the Cabbie has gone and did it again! 
Just about the time his fans from coast to coast was hollering for 
more what does he do but bust loose with a bunch of tunes as sweet 
as you'll ever hear in a long time. It seems like there must be music 
in his meter, tunes in his transmission, lyrics in his luggage compart- 
ment. All the time you think maybe he's just delivering a fare to his 
destination what's Louie doing but making up things in the back of 
his head. Then soon as he's got a free moment to spare back at the 
hack stand he uses the hood of his cab for an outdoor studio and jots 
it all down on paper and what have you got — Louie Writes Again! 


The thing about Louie is that he don't put himself in no straight- 
jacket where composing is concerned. He likes to mix 'em up — pop 
tunes, ballads and rhythm numbers. And this time he's got the biggest 
surprise of all which is a musical comedy he calls AQUEDUCT ALLEY 
on account of it's about the place where most his friends live which 
is an alley called Aqueduct. You see this Louie is in the same class 
with Irving Berlin and Cole Porter in that he makes up all his own 
words plus his own music. You name how many guys can do this and 
you won't name very many. 


Now, to shift gears a bit, let's mention that it was slightly more than 
a year ago that Golden Crest Records presented the first album of 
Lou Carter's delightfully warm and ingratiating songs. They were 
called LOUIE'S LOVE SONGS and the almost thunderous response 
to his oddly touching humor was immediate. Disk jockeys all over the 
country played many of the songs over and over and each seemed to 
have an individual favorite. This discovery of an original and hitherto 
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unknown humorist was followed by a series of appearances on the 
Perry Como show. These guest spots were so successful that he was 
signed for more by Perry's summer stand-by, Julius LaRosa. By this 
time a lot of people were beginning to realize that there was more 
to Lou Carter than the character of Louie whom he had created. He 
is, indeed, a gifted craftsman and a brilliant musician. 

There is a kind of wild, unbridled fantasy blended with a simple 
hominess in almost everything Lou Carter writes about. Through a 
series of songs he has been able to develop a set of characters who 
seem to see life with a unique eye. Whether it be the loss of elbows 
or the loss of a wife the basic emotion is one of innocent pathos. It 
is not only that Lou Carter has an ear for a warm sound, he has an 
eye for a warm situation. Further, there is, of all things, an immense 
sophistication in his knowledge of almost every contemporary musical 
device and method. And while he may conceal himself behind the 
guise of a cab driver he is as richly educated in the sources of 
American humor as Ring Lardner or Josh Billings. 

The production of the musical comedy, AQUEDUCT ALLEY, is a kind 
of minor triumph in its own right. There is a 32 second overture which 
does in that brief space all that dozens of far longer overtures ever 
do. And the gamut of emotions suggested by the musical numbers is 
as richly varied and theatrically evocative as anything you'll find in 
most Broadway theatres. Or at least you can tell what Lou feels 
about a show that's going no place fast by the turmoil’ implicit in the 
words, "She went away and then she came back and then she went 
away again!" Make no mistake about it, Lou Carter is a man of 
infinite wisdom, humor and compassion.

throughout the country to his contribution to the field of music. 

Dundee Central School in Dundee, New York, is located in the heart of the 
beautiful Finger Lakes Region of New York State. The community support 
that has developed has been overwhelming. Symphonic Steel owes so much to 
the people in the area around Dundee. So many times when problems arose 
that the group couldn't solve by itself, community people came to the rescue. 
These experiences will be long remembered by the group. 


REFLECTIONS is the fourth album for Symphonic Steel and contains songs 
that have proven their popularity over the years with a wide variety of 
audiences.

The response from the audience was overwhelming and I 
immediately felt a need to develop a steel band in Dundee Central School. 

The next day I attended a workshop by Jim's group. Also present was Ellie 
Mannette. Jim and Ellie were very enthusiastic about my desire to begin a steel 
band and persuaded me to go ahead. Elbe's craftmanship is unsurpassed. To 
take a 55 gallon barrel, shape it into a precision instrument with from 5 to 31 
individual notes tuned to A440 is an amazing creation in itself. It is with great

This Johnny Smith plays Hammond . . . and man, he cooks. 

From BESSIE to STUFF to JIMMY to JOHNNY (guitar) to this JOHNNY, 
the ordinarily ordinary name of SMITH crops up in jazzdom's roster with almost 
incredible frequency. To the best of our knowledge none is related except by the broad 
but very definite ties of art. 

This JOHNNY SMITH plays organ -- the Hammond usually and with remark- 
able taste and finesse. This instrument, never originally intended for the intricate de- 
mands of jazz has. none the less, lent itself beautifully to this idiom. Probably the most 
noteworthy early recorded instance of its use goes back to the FATS WALLER 
"Jitterbug Waltz " that was so very very popular in its day. In more recent years, 
under the artistic fingerings and footings of the Doggers,' Davises, Buckners et al . . . 
and forced by the circumstance of rising costs and the club owners insistance on 
lowered entertainment budgets ... the Hammond has become an integral and interest- 
ing and indeed exciting part of jazz. It is a difficult instrument to play ... a fright- 
ening instrument to master. Small wonder then that there are so many alleged jazz 
organists whose music is merely muddling?. But there is. thank the Muse, a highly 
skilled and richly imaginative coterie of jazzmen who create pure, cookin' jazz with the 
instrument. 

Our JOHNNY SMITH is one of these men. 

He hails from the mid-west where in the small club and cocktail lounge circuit of 
Ohio and Michigan he has been able to both please the listeners and develop a highly dis- 
tinctive style that continues to win followers for him. CHRIS COLUMBO who 
drummed with BILL DAVIS' organ-led trio immediately sought out JOHNNY SMITH 
when he cut away from Davis to form his own group. Johnny was a perfect fit for the 
new-formed group and soon was being rated as an important find for jazzdom's organ 
ranks. 

• JOHNNY'S first recording effort with ARROW was a single with two-sides of 
"IMAGINATION". When the disc jockeys and critics sampled this one, they imme- 
diately demanded the recall of the single and the issuance of a long playing work. This 
is it and it includes the delightfully sensitive and sensuous interpretation of the above 
mentioned "IMAGINATION”. Three other standard works arc beautifully inter- 
preted here: “THE STREET WHERE YOU LIVE"; “DEEP PURPLE"; and 
"OVER THE RAINBOW”. Remaining are the originals. “SHALIMAR", "FLIP 
TOP" "LAMBERTS LODGE", and “ECSTASY". 

JOHNNY'S inventive ad libs, his sense of good taste, his intuitive feel for jazz, 
and his insistance upon mastery of his instrument all combine with his truc-artists talent 
of soul-baring to make this pot pourri of standards and originals an extremely desirable 
adjunct to the too-few really good recordings of jazz organ. 

This JOHNNY SMITH will undoubtedly leave a strong impression on your 
senses. In this ever changing panorama of modern music where there is always,, room 
and need for the new and the virile, this JOHNNY SMITH is a welcome rpime on the 
roster.

Well, what do you know, Louie the Cabbie has gone and did it again! 
Just about the time his fans from coast to coast was hollering for 
more what does he do but bust loose with a bunch of tunes as sweet 
as you'll ever hear in a long time. It seems like there must be music 
in his meter, tunes in his transmission, lyrics in his luggage compart- 
ment. All the time you think maybe he's just delivering a fare to his 
destination what's Louie doing but making up things in the back of 
his head. Then soon as he's got a free moment to spare back at the 
hack stand he uses the hood of his cab for an outdoor studio and jots 
it all down on paper and what have you got — Louie Writes Again! 

The thing about Louie is that he don t put himself in no straight- 
jacket where composing is concerned. He likes to mix 'em up — pop 
tunes, ballads and rhythm numbers. And this time he's got the biggest 
surprise of all which is a musical comedy he calls AQUEDUCT ALLEY 
on account of it's about the place where most his friends live which 
is an alley called Aqueduct. You see this Louie is in the same class 
with Irving Berlin and Cole Porter in that he makes up all his own 
words plus his own music. You name how many guys can do this and 
you won't name very many. 

Now, to shift gears a bit, let's mention that it was slightly more than 
a year ago that Golden Crest Records presented the first album of 
Lou Carter's delightfully warm and ingratiating songs. They were 
called LOUIE’S LOVE SONGS and the almost thunderous response 
to his oddly touching humor was immediate. Disk jockeys all over the 


unknown humorist was followed by a series of appearances on the 
Perry Como show. These guest spots were so successful that he was 
signed for more by Perry's summer stand-by, Julius LaRosa. By this 
time a lot of people were beginning to realize that there was more 
to Lou Carter than the character of Louie whom he had created. He 
is, indeed, a gifted craftsman and a brilliant musician. 

There is a kind of wild, unbridled fantasy blended with a simple 
hominess in almost everything Lou Carter writes about. Through a 
series of songs he has been able to develop a set of characters who 
seem to see life with a unique eye. Whether it be the loss of elbows 
or the loss of a wife the basic emotion is one of innocent pathos. It 
is not only that Lou Carter has an ear for a warm sound, he has an 
eye for a warm situation. Further, there is, of all things, an immense 
sophistication in his knowledge of almost every contemporary musical 
device and method. And while he may conceal himself behind the 
guise of a cab driver he is as richly educated in the sources of 
American humor as Ring Lardner or Josh Billings. 

The production of the musical comedy, AQUEDUCT ALLEY, is a kind 
of minor triumph in its own right. There is a 32 second overture which 
does in that brief space all that dozens of far longer overtures ever 
do. And the gamut of emotions suggested by the musical numbers is 
as richly varied and theatrically evocative as anything you'll find in 
most Broadway theatres. Or at least you can tell what Lou feels 
about a show that's going no place fast by the turmoil implicit in the 
words, "She went away and then she came back and then she went 
away again!" Make no mistake about it, Lou Carter is a man of 


lividual favorite. This discovery of 

an original and hitherto 

infinite wisdom, humor and compassion.

On records at 33’/3 RPM. On college campuses at "R.P.M." ("Revolutions Per Minute).
